OOVLESTOWN. 


George T. Harvey Camp, Sons of Vete- 


rans, held its annual sapper and bazaar 
last week, adding $400 to the treasury in 
addition to providing entertainment for 
the public for two evenings. 


Lenape Council, Royal Arcanum, held 


its annual banquet at the Fountain Bouse, 
Wednesday evening last. 
Nearly sixty 


members enjoyed the occasion which was 
preceded by the installation of officers. 


Dovlestown residents experienced some- 


thing of a scare when it was reported that 
small-pox had broken out at C half ont and 
also at the Farm School, oaer town. 
There was no truth in the story so. far as 
the Farm School was concerned, bnt Chal- 
'ont has a genuine case, which brings the 
disease unpleasantly near, as that village 
s about four miles distant and on the line 
of railway travel. 


There has been a newspaper controver- 


sy at the county seat growing ont of the 
action of the County Commissioners in 
awarding the spring election work without 
asking tor .bids. The public is naturally 
ntereeted In the matter so far as the plan 
of letting the work is concerned, for tne 
taxpayer must foot the bill. Two papers 
bid for the work last February.; One bid 
(319 and the other $287. This year the 
Joard decided to offer the work to the low- 
est bidder of last fear at Ihe price then 
>id, namely, $287. 
The only complaint 


bus far comes from tke paper that failed 
;o get the work a year ago at $319. 
The 


Board had several good reasons for pnrsu- 
ng this course. When they let the elec- 
tion work last November there occurred 
more or less uncertainty as to the names 
that were to go upon the ballot, due to 
complications that arose at Harrisburg. 
'n consequence of this the newspaper 
that secured the contract was obliged to 
change the ballot paper first ordered and 
;he Board very properly allowed extra 
compensation for this. 
But the con- 


'usion and delay also made it necessary 
'or the Commissioners' Clerk to telegraph 
o Philadelphia and to go there in person 
at times to look after the work, as the 
paper that secured the contract, through 
ack of facilities in its own office, had the 
work done in the city, and most of the 
money paid by the county went to Phila- 
delphia parties. In view of all these cir- 
cumstances the Board decided to give out 
the spring work in the way stated, feeling 
that regard for economy would justify 
such a proceeding. It is doubtful whether 
any paper not having every facility to do 
the work would accept it for $287. The 
complaining paper asked $319 as bed-rock 
Igures. 
It ie not likely that the tax- 


payers will find any fault with the Com- 
missioners when they understand all the 
facts in the case. 
This explanation is 


due them in view of the attack made upon 
:hem by the paper that failed to secure 
the contract last year. The public prob- 
ably has little conception of the care and 
responsibility that attach to the printing 
of election work for which the Board is 
responsible. 
It is merely to protect 


themselves as well as the public that the 
DommissionerB awarded the printing as 
described. 


COURT PROCEEDINGS. - 


January criminal court convened on 


Monday with about twenty cases on the 
calendar, some of which were continued. 
The defendants arraigned and the offenc- 
es charged were as follows: 


George Crouthnmel, landlord of the 


3erysvlle hotel, charged with furnishing 
liquor to minors, was acquitted but had 
costs imposed.' It was alleged Croutha- 
mel had sola liquor to young men attend- 
ing a dance in a hall connected with the 
hotel. 


Henry Harding, alias Henry E. Mack, 


the man who tendered in advance a check 
for $500 to Frank Moll, of Perkas'.e, un- 
dertaker, for conducting a funeral, receiv- 
ing $365 in change, pleaded guilty to 
forgery, it transpired that not only was 
the check forged but that there was no 
corpse to dispose of. Harding also passed 
a worthless check on Reuben 3. Shutz, of 
Perkasie, for hardware. 
Sentence was 


suspended to give an Easton attorney an 
opportunity to be heard in Harding's be- 
half. 


Franklin Nace, charged with assault 


with firearms upon hie wife with intent 
to kill, was acquitted. 
There was evi- 


dence tendlna to show that Maoe was not 
of sound mind. 


Charles Hunt and Richard Devine were 


convicted of the theft of tobaooo obtained 
by breaking into the cigar factory of 
Frank Teller, at Sellersvtlle. They were 
sent to the penitentiary for three years. 


John T. Wright, colored, of Bristol, was 


sent io the county jail for thirty days for 
assault and battery noon Arthur Seymour. 
He was acquitted of the more serious 
charge of aggravated assault and battery. 


William Carroll, of Bristol, aged 19, 


pleaaed guilty to aggravated assault and 
battery upon Daniel J. Boyle, of that bor- 
ough, whom he had choked and cut with 
a knife. Carroll got two months in the 
county jail. The trial of this case involv 
eo. two other citizens of Bristol. 
Carroll 


testified that during the fight he was 
drunk and that he had obtained liquor 
through one John Gordon, who procured 
it from John McOwen.

little piece of paper and neither of them 
has thereafter the slightest claim on the 
other. If they wish their marriage to 
stand they must file a certificate with the 
county clerk within six months. It is no 
matter for surprise that a modification will 
be sought from the present Legislature, 


The Commissioner of Indian Affairs 


has issued an order which requires the In- 
dians to cut their hair, wear certain 
kinds of clothing and to abstain from 
painting their faces. Just why such an 
edict should be promulgated and directed 
against tho Indians only has not been 
made clear. In worshipping at the shrine

PASS THE ORDINANCE. 


On Tuesday evening an ordinance, being I 


an agreement between the Pennsylvania I 
Railroad Company and the borough of j 
Bristol, was presented to Council and | 
passed first reading. 
A special meeting of 


the Council will bo held or next Tuesday 
evening, when the ordinance will come up 
For final passage. 


The ordinance is praetk-ally the same as 


tho one first drawn by the Borough Attor- 
ney, with tho exception that the provis- 
ions for the extension of Walnut street, 
and tho laying out of a new street from 
Spruce to Bath, have been eliminated. An 
extra bridge is gained, the first ordinance 
providing for but five bridges while the 
present one allows nix. Permission is 
given to trolley companies to cross the-old 
line of tracks at any point in the borough 
at grade. 


The present ordinance does not ema'nate 


from the railroad company, but comes 
from a local syndicate which proposes to 
build a trolley line through the borough 
just as soon us the ordinance is passed and 
the right of way gained over the Mill 
itreet crossing. 
After a great dual of ef- 


fort President Cassutt's consent was given 
to tho present ordinance, and that official 
stated that if the ordinance was passed 
without any amendments it 
would be 


agreed to by the company. 


While tho ordinance provides for the 


closing of Beaver Dam road wo can gite the 
assurance that it is immaterial to the 
company whether Beaver Dam road or 
Washington street is bridged; that will be 
a matter for Council to determine. 


In all probability this will be the last 


opportunity given to Council to negoti- 
ate with the railroad company in this mat- 
ter. 
If the present ordinance is defeated 


it is not likely that tho company will again 
come to tho Council. 


Tho best interests of the borough de- 


mand that tho ordinance bo passed. It is 
a good ordinance. 
It gives the borough 


all that it can ever hope to get from the 
railroad company. After its passage Bris- 
tol will positively get what it should have 
haa long ago—a trolley lino that will con- 
nect with the road to Philadelphia. The 
progress and welfare of the town will be 
well served by the passage of the measure 
on Tuesday night. The sentiment of the 
citizens is practically unanimous for the 
ordinance and it is very doubtful if a 
single vote will be cast against it. 


The ordinance is printed in full in an- 


other column for the benefit of our read- 
ers. It will bear the closest scrutiny.

HORRISTOWH LETTER. 


Norrletown, Pe.. January 25, 1902. 


It ie now 32 years eince the United 


Stoles at enormous expense cauaed an ex- 
ploration and survey of the Tohunntepec 
route for an Isthmian canal from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Pacific Ocean. 
The geography and the typography of the 
whole Isthmian country between North 
and South America must have been as 
familiar to the Government then as it is 
now. 
Yet after all these years experi- 


ments costly and exasperating have been 
carried on-until now we have reached tbe 
point of the reasonable doubt as to which 
road to take. 
The 
former 
has been 


abandoned. Then came Nicaragua, then 
Panama and now Daricn. The result will 
be that the jury will disagree and no abid- 
ing verdict will be obtained. 
What a 


comment is this on the conduct of a great 
nat'oa in such a magnificent emprise. 


But let us come nearer home. 
The 


public buildings at Philadelphia reflect 
upon the management of men who were 
presumed to be above ordinary capacity 
and intelligence. 
Save us from such su- 


periority of mind over matter! 


Ana now we have the State Capitol on 


hand at Barrisburg; when will that be 
finished? 
Of course it will never be com- 


pleted, but when shall 
we close the 


account as we used to read in our school 
books ut the end the woid finis? Not in 
our day. 


The proposition to build a new court 


house is still before us in this county. 
It would be well to sell the present marble 
edifice to the government for a josl office 
and federal building, and take the cash 
and erect a new building on some level 
square where all steps may be avoided to 
get into the first floor and thus avoid 
dangerous elevations and corridors. The 
entrance to a court room should be per- 
fectly level with, tbe lawn around tbe 
building, in order to avoid climbing, 
crushing, tumbling and all the inconveni- 
ences of stairways for jurors, witnesses 
and all other persona attending court dur- 
ing the sessions. It is a bastard idea, 
boic of ignorance, to place a court room 
in the second floor, for jurors nnd wit- 
nesses, whether they be accommodated 
with elevators, which are always un- 
certain, or with good wide stairways which 
may become thronged, obstructed and im- 
passable.

throng the buildings and four hundred 
broad acres of our State Lunatic Asylum. 
Can it bi that the mere making of pro- 
.vision for the insane provokes insunity? 
Or is it that too many who are only tem- 
porarily afflicted are hurried off to the 
dismal domain arranged for the hopeless 
insunc? Or is it that we are becoming a 
race of half crazy people, mode mad by 
misfortune, speculation, 
over-work, or 


worry about social and domestic difficult- 
ies? There is something wrong in this 
region of Pennsylvania which no statute 
can cure. Perhaps our education or lack 
of pioper intellectual and moral culture 
may have something to do with it. Cer- 
tain it is that children wear glasses now 
that were reserved for the use of our 
grandfathers and grandmothers in tbe 
good old days of tallow candles and open 
fire places. 


Perhaps in tbe Elysian days that are 


before us, indistinctly depicted in our 
dreams, the Eidolon of the deity that 
shall preside over our destinies in the ages 
that shall never be ours to enjoy, girls 
will once again be girls and boys be boys 
and they will enjoy the proud privileges 
of our primitive parents and children and 
move around without spectacles 
over 


their noses or wrinkles or wimples on 
their brows.

As long as the people live under the im- 


pression that morals can be established 
by Statute law, and that religion consists 
in ritualism, the nation will never be re- 
deemed from error. 
As long as school 


directors believe that a high school con- 
sists in a building four stories high, we 
will never have a high order of scholar 
ship.

Why tho Rimdan Oam» Is Protested 
| 


There is no rule by which a foul can be 


cnl led on a member of the team for over- 
stepping the line on the side as was done 
by Referee Smallwood in Klein's case on 
Saturday night. The two rule* bearing 
on the subject are Sections 13 and 14, 
nil* X. They are OB follows: 


Section 13. Whenever a man is penal- 


ized his opponents shall have a free throw 
for goal. 
The man throwing for goal 


must stnnd fifteen feet from the basket 
on a line which shall be clearly marked 
on the floor. He shall not cross the line 
until the ball has either entered or miss- 
ed the goal. 
If this rule is violated, a 


go.il, if made, shall not be scored, and if 
missed, the ball shall be called dead and 
put in play in the centre. The ball can- 
not be thrown to any person, but must be 
thjown at tho basket. An attempt satis- 
fa< tory to the referee must be made to 
coi:e it. 
Section 14. No player shall stand near- 


er than six lout to the thrower, nor in a 
Inne six feet wide extending from the 
thrower to tho goal, which lane shall be 
marked on the floor, nor interfere with 
th<> ball until after It has either entered 
or missed the goal. He shall not be inter- 
fered with in any way whatever, either by 
player or spectator. If this rule is vio 
laiedanda goal is rot made, he shall 
have another free throw. 
The players 


must remain outside of the lane until 
tho ball has either untered or missed the 
gonl. If the goal i.( not made the ball 
sh til bo considered in play.
